Roan- 
oke, however, planned to follow the 
General trend with an approximate 
10 per cent advance. 


Memphis realty companies have an- 


nounced an incrcaes of 10 to 15 per 
cent on virtually all apartments and 
residences, effective October 1, and 
pointed to a scarcity of desirable liv- 
ing quarters und a rise in prices of 
coal and janitors' wages as the com- 
pelling causes. "Free rent" for half- 
month occupancy will be eliminated. 


Nashville, on the other hand, fore- 


saw no general move for higher priced 
apartments, although the separation 
of families which have been sharing 
dwellings was noted, with a conse- 
quent decrease in vacancies. 


Atlanta's rentr. were reported as go- 


ing up about five per cent, with an 
increased demand for the more ex- 
pensivo apartments.
